THE PUBLIC HEALTH BILL, 
pe 
“RACK-RENTERS " SHOWN UP. 


Atameeting of the Legislative’ Council this 
afternoon, all the members being present, the 
new and - greatly needed Pubite Health 
Ordinance, which baa been “hanging fire” 
ever sloce \October, was considered in 
detail, 

The title of the Bill, which spoaks volames for 
[taelf, {8 as follows :— ; 

An Ordinance to make provision with regard 
to certain houses closed during the prevalence 
of the Fubonic Plague, and to make further and 
better provision for the health of the Colony. 

The Attorney General (Mr. W. M, man) 
in a lengthy and able speech set forth 
clearly the reasons for pressing the measure 
upon the attention of the House at the present 
{ime, and expressed the hope that the Council 
would at least be able to say before the 
end of the current year that {t had, as far 
as Ite tights went, done its bést, by passing 
the Bill, to prevent a recurrence of the plague. 
The houses specially referred to inthe Bill had 
baen closed by the Sanitary Board because they 
were unfit for human habitation, He thought 
DO one would gainsay that the Council had the 
right to say to property-owners they should not 

+ #0 gue thelr properly as to make It a receptacle for 
dlsease germs until the plague again raged hero | 
Thg State hada right to stop property-owners 
from allowing their tenements to become filthy 
and Insanflary fn the last degree, aud a menace 
to the public health. A clause would be added
